Applies 
Of Leader In 
Modern Way

Commemorating the birth annivers­ 
ary of General Robert E. Lee, the 
South’s greatest leader, schools of 
these cities today we«e observing the 
southern holiday with appropriate ex­ 
ercises. Banks in the cities were clos­ 
ed. Reverend Noble R. Edwards de­ 
livered an address at the chapel ex­ 
ercises of the Decatur High school 
daring the morning hours, followed 
with a story of the school situation 
in Alabama, by County Superinten­ 
dent É. L. Hays. 
Rev. Edwards took as his subject, 
“The Life, Character and Influence 
of Robert E. Lee,” contributing a 
strong address, a lesson that was ap-- 
preciated by the students of the high 
school and visitors who looked for­ 
ward to the program. / 
The pastor dealt with the life of 
Lee as a lesson to school children. He 
placed his subject under three appro­ 
priate 
headings. 
Lee, the 
Man, 
Physically, Mentally and Spiritually. 
He showed (he corelation 
of 
the 
phases of character, the development 
of the man, the influence of early 
life and home training. Physical de­ 
velopment, the pastor stated, contrib­ 
uted to the building of a strong body 
which later housed a strong intellect 
and an ability to lead, commanding 
the respect of his followers. Mental­ 
ly, Rev. Edwards declared, Lee was 
prepared from early age to fill one 
of the greatest places and stations 
given by his beloved Southland, the 
leadership of the army of Northern 
^frginia. 
His careful preparation 
contributed to his leadership later in 
life when responsibility settled upon 
his shoulders. 
This effect of home 
teaching was spoken of in the spiri­ 
tual development of Lee. 
The min­ 
ister talked of Lee’s frequent pleas 
to his Master and his rockbound be­ 
lief in prayer. The address was thor­ 
oughly assimilated by the school chil­ 
dren, offering as it did, a splendid 
lesson to the growing mind and body, 
an example to youth in preparation 
for the days ahead when the present 
generation must respond to the needs 
of the hour. 
E. L. Hays, county superintendent, 
talked on the educational situation in 
the state, and in an impressive man­ 
ner brought some of the great work 
of the day to the minds of those for 
whom the effort is being made. Pat­ 
riotic songs concluded this service.

19.—The 
Muscle Shoals issue, which has been 
smouldering in the senate this ses­ 
sion, will break through the crust 
tomorrow, when Senator Smith, dem­ 
ocrat, of South Carolina, will intro­ 
duce a new bill and Senator Heflin, 
democrat of Alabama, will insist on 
action on the house resolution creat­ 
ing a joint congressional committee 
to accept bids. 
Senator Heflin today notified the 
senate agriculture committee that to­ 
morrow he would call up the resolu­ 
tion and press for a vote in commit­ 
tee. He declared that President Cool- 
idge told a member of the committee 
yesterday that he had hoped prompt 
action would be taken on the resolu­ 
tion and he regarded the small con­ 
gressional committee as the best med­ 
ium for handling Muscle Shoals. 
The resolution will be opposed by 
both Chairman Norris, author of a 
government operation power bUl and 
Senator Smith, who has drafted a 
measure providing for experimenta­ 
tion on a gigantic scale by the gov­ 
ernment into processes for producing 
nitrogen. 
Senator Smith was the author of 
the original resolution that started 
government development of Muscle 
Shoals and he declared the resolu­ 
tion dedicated Muscle Shoals to a 
national defense for the production 
of nitrogen for munitions and fer­ 
tilizer.¿fit 
There is no reason to change the 
purpose of Muscle Shoals, he added.

He 
adds that he has the highest respect 
fftr the Alabama commission and as­ 
serts that the Southern railway al­ 
ways has been shown every proper 
consideration by the Alabama body. 
Mr. Harrison’s letter to Mr. Patter­ 
son follows: 
* 
“Washington, D. C. Jan. 0, 1926 
“Dear Sir: This morning I 
have 
your letter of January 4, referring to 
a speech I made last month before, 
the Rotary club in Mobile. 
“The success of the Southern in 
recent years has not caused me to go 
insane; on the contrary, it has hum- 
bled me, as I had occasion to ob­ 
serve to our officers only the other 
day, for I realize that that success is 
due to our fortunes falling in the era 
of the South’s long delayed prosper­ 
ity. 
“As it happens, what I said at Mo­ 
bile was not new. I have said 
the 
fame thing in public several times 
elsewhere; but never before has any 
such interpretation been put upon it 
as that of the Mobile Register. More * 
over, I do not believe that any mem­ 
ber of the Mobile Rotary Club who 
heard mel eft with any such impres­ 
sion of my “attitudo,” if I may judge 
from the sympathetic 
observations 
made by several who spoke to 
me 
afterwards. 
In this 
situation, 
I 
thought (and still think,) I recorded 
a comprehensive and sufficient denial 
in the premises in my letter o# De­ 
cember 7 to the editor of the Mobile 
Register, which you say you saw, of 
which a copy is herewith enclosed. 
Neither the Southern nor I 
have 
ever taken any part in the politics 
of Alabama, and I do not intend that 
either of us shall now make a begin­ 
ning in that direction, as your letter 
is apparently an invitation that we 
should; but, in order to keep the rec­ 
ord straight, permit me now to say 
to you specifically, 
supplementing
